WOMAN

Recuperating from surgery can be long 
and tedious at times. This 1 now know from 
firsthand experience. I’ve learned a lot of 
other things over the past weeks as well. I 
know I miss everyone at Shelton, and Jack 
and I send a special thank you for all the 
cards, visits, flowers, food, telephone calls, 
and prayers. Everyone has been so nice. 

One evening while 1 was still in the 
hospital, one of my daughters told me 
“Mother, you just have to stay focused and 
keep a positive attitude.” The next day 1 
was telling the physical therapist that my 
daughter told me I had to stay ibcused. 

That same morning i saw a woman in 
physical therapy who had been in and out of 
the hospital since June and had recently lost 
one of her legs from the knee down. That 
day she was trying to stand on her new 
artificial leg and at the same time, use her 
arms to run a machine that builds endurance. 
1 called my daughter that evening and said, 
“Honey, you want to see someone focused. 
You ought to come to the rehab center and 
see someone who is really focused, and I 
told her about the woman.” 

My point to all this is that there are a lot 
of people out there with various types of 
disabilities. These people are truly 
courageous and simply want to live normal 
lives like everyone else. I he Americans 
With Disabilities Act is an important piece 
of legislation, and at Shelton, we need to 
make sure all o our campuses are in full 
compliance.
